VERDICT 
OVER OPS 


A NEWLY released report has 
recommended that emergency gall 
bladder surgery does not restart at the 
Horton General Hospital. 

Emergency abdominal surgery was halted 
at the Banbury hospital in January after 
concerns were raised about gallbladder 
outcomes. 

The report, by the Royal College of 
Surgeons, said the incidence of serious 
complications in gall bladder keyhole 
surgery at the Horton was high. 

Serious complications were reported in 
3.35 per cent of operations - and 16 per 
cent of emergency operations. The average is 
not expected to be above two per cent. 

The report also found that the number of 
conversions - where keyhole surgery 
becomes "open" surgery due to problems - 
was also high. 

For acute patients, conversions were at 29 
per cent - well above the expected ten per 
cent. 

The report, which was requested by 
Oxford University Hospitals NHS Trust, 
looked at the period between January 2010 
and September 2011. 

During that time, 284 elective keyhole 
gall bladder removals, 22 emergency

keyhole removals and 22 open removals 
were performed at the Horton. 

The report recommended that all acute 
gall bladder removals should continue to be 
undertaken in Oxford at the John Radcliffe 
Hospital. 

Professor Edward Baker, medical director 
of Oxford University Hospitals, said: "This 
review is not into emergency surgery, more 
generally just one aspect of it - acute gall 
bladder disease. 

"We commissioned a review because 
concerns had been raised and an internal 
audit found that there did seem to be a 
higher complication rate than expected for 
emergency operations for gall bladder 
disease at the Horton. 

"It is not unusual for trusts to commission 
Royal Colleges or similar bodies to conduct 
reviews such as this one, in order to seek 
guidance on appropriate changes that can 
be made to improve services for patients. 

"These reports are often intended for an 
internal audience and do contain 
confidential information. But because of the 
level of public interest in services at the 
Horton, and in the interests of transparency, 


we are publishing the report with necessary 
redactions to protect patient and staff 
confidentiality." 

Paul Brennan, director of Clinical Services 
at Oxford University Hospitals, said: "We 
commissioned this report because we wanted 
to make sure that our services were equally 
good across all of our sites. 

"Since receiving the report we have 
implemented a number of changes, including 
transferring emergency gall bladder and 
abdominal surgery to Oxford, so that patients 
can be seen by a specialist surgeon."

Car graffiti shock 


for pensioners 


FOUL language and a swastika were 
sprayed on a disabled OAP's car outside 
his home. 

Peter Kinsella, 77, was stunned to see the 
damage to his Hyundai i 10, parked in a 
disabled space. 

Two tyres were let down, three sides of the 
vehicle covered in black spray paint, including 
a swastika on the bonnet. 

A hole was punched into the front bumper 
and the sides were scratched. 

The retired construction worker said: "I was 
shell-shocked and stunned.

"My wife, Jean, was heartbroken. We were 
scared." 

The damage was discovered at 2pm on 
Sunday, August 11, outside their home in 
Avenue Road, Banbury. 

Yet he said he was told by his insurers, Rias, 
that he would have to put in two claims for 
different types of damage - each with a £300

with paralysis in his feet. 

He said: "Everyone in the area is convinced 
it was done by somebody with a grudge against 
me. 

"At certain times of the night we go and 
move our car somewhere else in Banbury. We 
don't want it to happen again. 

"We also leave the house front light on so it 
shines out of the window on to the car." 

His wife, 77, said: "When I looked out of the 
window and saw what they had done to the 
car, I just felt sick. I can't imagine how anybody 
could write something like that, not only to 
hurt us, but for the fact there are children 
around. 

"They haven't got any respect for anybody." 

Thames Valley Police spokesman James 
Williams said no arrests had been made. 


Faced with the paperwork and the need to 
get the damage repaired as quickly as possible, 
he paid the £1,1 67.77 cleaning costs from his 
own pocket. 

The grandfather-of-four said: "I just wanted to 
get the car done and get it back to normal."

Death of escaped inmate 


prompts special inquiry 


CALLS have made been for an 
independent inquiry into 
Oxfordshire's mental health provider 
after a series of scandals. 

Oxford Health has been recently 
criticised after a prisoner serving a life 
term - Ian McLean, from Banbury, - 
managed to walk out of Littlemore Mental 
Health Centre, Oxford, and was later 
found hanged while awaiting extradition 
in a Polish prison cell. 

Now it has emerged the clinic director 
at Broadmoor High Security Hospital, 
where Yorkshire Ripper Peter Sutcliffe is 
currently serving 20 life sentences, has 
been brought in to review the McLean 
escape. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith has 
called for steps to be taken to restore

public confidence. 

Susanna Pressel, of the Oxfordshire 
joint health overview & scrutiny 
committee, said: "A thorough review of 
safety practices is needed at Oxford 
Health. 

"An independent review must look at 
why several things have happened in the 
recent past, not just McLean's escape. 

"It seems to be one thing after another 
and we need to be reassured that Oxford 
Health will now look after the safety of 
their patients and the public much better 
than they have done in the past. 

"I will be asking the committee to 
invite someone from Oxford Health to 


give us an explanation into what has 
gone wrong and what they are doing 
about it." An internal investigation was 
launched after McLean escaped but that 
has now been delayed due to his death. 

The trust confirmed Dr Kevin Murray, 
clinical director at Broadmoor, had been 
brought in to investigate the case. 

Mr Smith said: "As to whether a wider 
independent inquiry is needed, I think 
that is something which will need to be 
looked at when we have seen the report 
on Mr Mclean's escape. 

"There is a real danger of this incident 
overshadowing the much good work 
undertaken by staff at all levels in 
providing mental and community health 
services, and shaking public confidence 
in the trust as a whole." 

Oxford Health, which is responsible for 


Littlemore and Warneford hospitals, was 
also criticised after the suicides of two 
mental health patients in three months 
exposed failing systems. 

Oxford Health spokesman Alistair 
Duncan said: "In the case of Mr McLean 
who recently left our hospital and 
subsequently sadly died, an inquiry is 
under way that includes the independent 
scrutiny of the medical director of 
Broadmoor. 

"It is expected to produce its initial 
report as soon as possible, taking into 
account the need to include this latest 
tragic development. 

"In all cases of serious incidents, the 
local area team of NHS England will 
rigorously review the facts and establish 
an independent review where it is 
deemed necessary."

Oxfordshire County Council on 
issues like pay and finances. 

Dr Hammans said the status was 
"about students having big dreams 
for their futures, but importantly, 
being inspired each day to work 
hard to reach those dreams". 

She said: "These students have 
worked incredibly hard to achieve 
these results, and I am really proud 
of each and every one of them." 

At neighbouring Blessed George 
Napier Catholic School, the key 
score among its 146 pupils fell from 
64 to 62 per cent. Eight in ten got 
A* to C in any subject. 

Results in the English and Maths 
score fell from 59 to 49 per cent at 
North Oxfordshire Academy. 

But that score was 38 per cent in 
2010 and 89 per cent got A* to C in 
any subject, compared to 91 per 
cent before. 

At Bloxham's Warriner School,

the English and Maths score fell 66 
to 57 per cent. Independent 
Bloxham School did not supply 
results. 

Chipping Norton School - which 
opened as an academy in March 
2012 - celebrated a return to higher 
results. 

The proportion of pupils getting 
at least five GCSEs, including 
English and Maths, rose from 46 per 
cent to 64 per cent. 

In 2009 this was 51 per cent, 
followed by 68 and 59 per cent the 
following years. 

Headteacher Simon Duffy said it 
was "a pleasure to witness the 
delight on the faces of both students 
and teachers" after the "fiasco" of 
redrawn English grade boundaries 
last year. 

He said: "Results morning is 
always a nerve-wracking time but to 
see nervous anticipation turned into 
exhilarating joy is a real pleasure." 

About a quarter of grades were A 
or A* and those who got eight or 
more A*s or As were Maddie 
Cullen, Jordan Erikson, Abbie Festa, 
Zoe Foster, Alice Green and James 
Hastings. 

Final figures will be published by 
the Department for Education in 
January but early figures show a 
county pass rate of about 60 per 
cent compared to 57.9 per cent in 
2012. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
cabinet member for children, 
education and families Melinda 
Tilley said: "At a national level, 
much is already being made of the 
proportion of top grades apparently 
falling for the second year running. 

"We can't say at this stage 
whether Oxfordshire has bucked 
that trend but if confirmed, early 
indications for A* to C, including 
English and Maths, would represent 
an improvement on the county's 
results last year, which is obviously 
something we hope is borne out."

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■ Figures have come down but 'must fall further' 

NHS bed blocking 
among UK's worst 

OXFORDSHIRE'S bed blocking figures 
have fallen but still remain among 
some of the highest in the country. 

Bed blocking happens when hospital 
patients are well enough to be discharged 
but can not be because social care 
arrangements have not been put in place. 

In June, a snapshot study showed 128 
people were bed blocked in Oxfordshire — 
a fall from 149 people in April and May and 
182 people in March. 

But the figure is the third worst in the 
country, NHS England figures show, with 
the county behind only Hertfordshire (152) 
and Birmingham (145). 

Jacquie Pearce-Gervis, board member for 
acute care on the new watchdog 
Healthwatch Oxfordshire, said: "It is 
encouraging that the figures are down but 
they are still high. 

"It is important that the figures come 
down because it is pretty awful for elderly 
people to be stuck in hospital for weeks or 
months on end." The GP-led Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group (OCCG), 
which purchases healthcare, and 
Oxfordshire County Council, which runs 
adult social care, launched a new system,

called discharge to assess, to tackle the 
problem in April. 

The system involves people with care 
needs being discharged from hospital and 
having their needs assessed when they get 
home, rather than in a hospital bed. 

But in June, OCCG chief executive Dr 
Stephen Richards, who vowed almost two 
years ago to tackle bed blocking "head-on", 
admitted the number was still unacceptable. 

Lorraine Foley, director of commissioning 
and partnerships at OCCG, said: 
"Oxfordshire health and social care 
organisations are continuing to work well 
together to make sure patients are cared for 
in the best place for them. 

"However, this is not yet reflected in the 
numbers of delayed discharges we are 
seeing. 

"We are getting detailed plans in place 
for the winter and are confident that the 
extra effort and resources we are putting in 
will make a real difference." 

NHS England figures show that in June, 

52 of those bed blocked in Oxfordshire 
were waiting for a care package in their 


home, while 1 7 were waiting for a nursing 
home placement, 16 were waiting for a 
residential home placement and 13 were 
waiting for further non-acute NHS care, 
nine were waiting for an assessment, 1 6 
patients or their families chose for them to 
stay in hospital, and five patients were 
delayed for housing reasons and were not 
covered by social services.

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One-man's mission in a 
depressing future vision 


ELYSIUM (15, 109 mins) Sci-Fi/ 
Action/Thriller. Matt Damon, Jodie 
Foster, Sharlto Copley, Alice Braga, 
Wagner Moura, Diego Luna, Faran 
Tahir, William Fichtner.

A ccordingly to a recent report 
by the Organisation for 
Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD), the gap 
between rich and poor in 
industrialised nations is 
accelerating. 

Therefore, fast-forward a century 
to the setting of Neill Blomkamp's 
Elysium, and it seems highly 
plausible the wealth divide will be 
so vast that only the privileged few 
will entertain the possibility of 
colonising new worlds, while the 
rest of us scrabble for scraps of 
comfort in the dirt of a dying planet. 

South African writer-director 
Blomkamp painted a bleak vision of 
the future in his superb debut, 
District 9, set in the slums of 
Johannesburg. 

His follow-up is even more grim, 
imagining two distinct classes, 
whose chances of survival are 
directly linked to their bank 
balance. 

The year is 2154. 

While most of the population 
lives in squalor on the surface of 
Earth, the wealthy inhabit a state-of- 
the-art space station called Elysium, 
governed by President Patel (Faran 
Tahir) and his no-nonsense 
Secretary of Defence, Delacourt 
(Jodie Foster). 


She is charged with ensuring that 
refugee ships from Earth do not land 
on Elysium to take advantage of 
medical bays installed in every 
home. 

Back in the slums on terra firma, 
factory worker Max DeCosta (Matt 
Damon) grafts long hours for 
meagre pay. 

He is involved in an industrial 
accident, resulting in exposure to 
dangerous levels of radiation. 

Max knows his only hope of 
survival is to breach Elysium's 
defences so he can access a 
medical bay and banish the cancer 
that is ravaging his body. 

Local criminal Spider (Wagner 
Moura) agrees to help if Max will 
help to steal secrets from the mind 
of John Carlyle (William Fichtner), 
CEO of the corporation responsible 
for constructing Elysium. 

A deal is struck and Max is fitted 
with an exoskeleton, hardwired into 
his brain, to bolster his strength and 
allow a data download from 
Carlyle's mind. 

However, the path to Elysium is 
littered with obstacles, not least 
Delacourt's favourite contract killer, 
a sadistic mercenary called Kruger 
(Sharlto Copley). 

Although it lacks the depth of 
District 9, Elysium is an entertaining 
yarn, which unfolds at a brisk pace, 
punctuated with flashbacks to Max's 
childhood to establish a romantic 
bond with a nurse called Frey (Alice 
Braga). 

In the absence of a decent back- 
story for his protagonist, Damon

solid contender 


By David Duffy 


There cannot be many cars that 
start out in life as three digits writ¬ 
ten on a piece of paper. But, if you 
believe Mitsubishi, that was precise¬ 
ly how the Mirage supermini came 
into being. 

The target for the car of emitting 
100 grams of carbon dioxide per 
kilometre was placed above 
everything else when the designers 
first turned to the drawing board. 

They achieved their aim with a 
combination of efficient petrol- 
powered engines and a lightweight 
body. The tangible results range 
from excellent fuel economy and 
no London Congestion Charge to 
pay, to zero vehicle excise duty. 

The no-nonsense Mirage needs 
every advantage going, as there is a 
mass of choice in the sector with 
rivals ranging from the Nissan 
Micra and Kia Picanto, to the 
Suzuki Splash and Chevrolet Spark. 

But it is a sector in which 
Mitsubishi has always done well in 
the past with the Colt hatchback. 
Like the Colt, the aerodynamic 
Mirage is stylish, practical and well- 
equipped. But, much more 
importantly, the five-door 
hatchback is also good to drive. 

Power comes from a 1.2-litre, 
three-cylinder engine that puts out 
a healthy 80 horsepower, making 
the car more than capable of 


mixing it with motorway traffic. 

But it is around town that the 
Mirage is at its happiest with a tight 
turning circle and an automatic 
stop-start system on the engine, that 
cuts the power in stationary traffic, 
helping to keep fuel consumption 
down. The interior is spacious and 
the rear seats split and fold to 
increase carrying capacity, though 
you have to open the rear hatch to 
get to the rear seatback releases. 

All models come with front 
electric windows, side air dams, a 
tyre repair kit, a glovebox USB 
terminal and stability and traction 
control. 

The top-of-the-range test model 
was packed with equipment 
normally associated with much 
larger cars. So you get a seat height 
adjuster for the driver, rain-sensing 
wipers and air conditioning, not to 
mention front fog lamps, a leather- 
trimmed steering wheel and

Youngdrivertips 


Extra training helps keep young drivers safe 


ADVANCED driver Peter Rodger 
has offered a series of tips to 
help keep young drivers safe on 
the roads. 

As a young driver, shopping for car 
insurance can be a stressful 
task. Use comparison sites to 
shop around, and consider 
having a telematics box fitted 
to bring your premiums down. 
Further driver training will also 
bring costs down. 

As part of learning to drive, it's 
likely that you will have been 
taught how to do basic checks 
on your vehicle - tyre tread 
and pressure, fluid levels, 
lights, and mirrors and 


windows. It's important that 
you spend a few minutes each 
week doing each of these 
checks in order to avoid a 
breakdown and drive safely. 

The law states that you are allowed 
up to 80mg of alcohol per 
100 ml of blood before you are 
over the drink-drive limit. 
However, it's impossible to 
judge how much you can drink 
and still be under the limit, so 
make it none for the road. And 
beware the morning-after 
effect - there may still be 
enough alcohol in your system 
to land you with a conviction 
for drink-driving. 


It's inevitable that once you pass 
your test you'll be expected to 
taxi about groups of your 
friends. But passengers are 
known to be one of the 
greatest and most disruptive 
in-car distractions. 

Mr Rodger, 1AM chief examiner, 
said: "It's important that young 
drivers don't see the removal of 
the L-plates as the end of their 
driving development. Skill and 
knowledge come with 
experience. But while you're 
still building this, further 
training is the best way to 
develop skills in areas which 
you lack confidence in."
